How, however, crops in the Golubovei, flajanoviei > Lajkoviei, Bijelo Folje
and Vukovel regions are being harvested with maximal efficicney.
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bespite the lack of mechanical equipnient, local authorities are satis
fied with the work accaaplished in draining the Sutorinsko Plain. Most
of the work is being cone near the lower rart of the Sutorin River, where
workers are ivided into groups of five men each. Forty masons are en-
aged in lining the canal with roek. Since the rroject was started in
ilarch 1949, ap;roximately four hundred meters of the canal have been
completed. In all, 240 workers are enployed on the jroject under the
brigade leadership of Petar Tomasevic, a fanatical oldtime Communist.
